SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Slurp Vol 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains a series of advertisements for individuals and couples in North 
America who are wanting either to sell explicit photographs or videos, or to make 
personal contacts of a sexual nature. The advertisements mostly consist of 
amateurishly taken photographs of explicit sexual activity and are often accompanied 
by explicit text. These photographs are notably of women performing fellatio, though 
there are depictions of other sexual activities. 

Most of the photographs, and parts of the magazine’s text are considered to demean, 
degrade, and dehumanise the women portrayed to a significant extent and degree. 
The sustained depiction of women performing fellatio, the continual presentation of 
women as sexually obsessed, the text’s references to women as whores and sluts, 
and frequent depiction of women having their faces ejaculated upon, degrade and 
demean the women depicted to a high extent and degree. Many of the photographs 
also dehumanise the participants by depicting them solely in terms of their genitals. 
The extent and degree of the demeaning, degrading and dehumanising photographs 
and text colour the magazine as a whole. Consideration has been given to the fact that 
the text and photographs have been placed in the magazine by the participants. 
However, it has also been considered that there would be likely injury in making 
available such demeaning, degrading and dehumanising images to a New Zealand 
readership which would be likely to use the magazine for sexual arousal and titillation. 

Given the extent and degree of the demeaning, degrading and dehumanising 
elements of the magazine’s text and photographs, the Classification Office finds that 
the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good. The 
limitation of si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 is considered to be 
reasonable and justified. 
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
